THE  ability  to  read  is  one  of  the  greatest  privileges  and  enjoyments  of 
life,  and  to  those  who  are  blessed  with  eyesight  the  means  of  gratifying 
a  taste  for  reading  has  been  provided  in  unstinted  measure,  for  we  are 
told  on  good  authority  that  “of  making  many  books  there  is  no  end.” 

Down  through  the  ages,  either  in  written  or  printed  form,  millions 
of  books  upon  every  conceivable  subject  have  been  published  for  the 
perusal  of  the  sighted,  whilst  only  an  infinitesimal  portion  of  that  litera¬ 
ture  has  been  reproduced  and  made  available  for  the  blind.  This  to  some 
extent  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  only  130  years  have  elapsed 
since  embossed  sheets  of  reading  matter  were  first  provided  for  them,  and 
the  cost  of  making  stereotype  plates  has  prevented  a  very  large  produc¬ 
tion  of  books. 

But  however  apparent  may  be  the  limitations  of  embossed  literature, 
it  must  be  noted  to  the  credit  of  philanthropists  who  have  been  engaged 
in  its  production,  that  for  the  most  part  it  has  been  of  the  highest  class 
and  well  selected  from  the  works  of  the  best  authors. 

In  1882  Dr.  William  Moon,  of  England,  accompanied  by  his  daughter, 
introduced  his  easily-felt  embossed  type  into 
Philadelphia,  and  was  instrumental  in  found¬ 
ing  The  Pennsylvania  Home  Teaching  So¬ 
ciety  and  Free  Circulating  Library  for  the 
Blind  in  this  city,  on  the  same  lines  as  the 
London  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the 
Blind,  which  he  established  in  1855 — the  first 
society  of  its  kind  in  the  world.  He  had 
long  recognized  the  significance  of  the  fact 
that  three-fourths  of  the  blind  are  adults  and 
beyond  the  age  limit  of  admission  into  most 
of  the  schools  for  the  blind  ;  so  that  the 
majority,  isolated  in  their  homes  and  out  of 
sight,  must  be  sought  for  and  taught  by 
competent  teachers,  if  they  are  to  enjoy  the 
pleasure  of  reading  for  themselves.  The 
practical  character  of  home  teaching  of  the 
blind  and  the  ease  with  which  they  could 
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acquire  the  Moon  type  were  speedily  demonstrated,  and  the  Society  founded  in 
1882,  which  is  the  pioneer  Home  Teaching  Society  for  the  Blind  in  America, 
is  now  celebrating  its  thirty-second  anniversary  with  the  satisfaction  that, 
through  its  agency,  thousands  of  the  blind  have  been  reached  and  taught  to 
read  during  the  intervening  years.  They  have  also  enjoyed  the  free  use  of 
the  Society's  Library  of  embossed  books,  which  embraces  works  in  all  the 
raised  types  now  in  vogue. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  statistics  that  the  circulation  of  books 
in  Moon  type  far  exceeds  that  of  the  books  in  all  the  other  types,  and  it  may 
be  further  stated  that  the  Moon  type,  which  was  introduced  in  England  in 
1847,  has  been  adapted  to  400  different  languages  and  dialects,  and  is  being 
read  by  the  blind  the  whole  world  over. 

The  number  of  embossed  books  circulated  during  the  past  year,  1913, 
amongst  the  900  readers  enrolled,  has  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year, 
and  147  new  blind  readers  were  added  to  the  number  drawing  books.  From 
the  Free  Library  of  Philadelphia,  where  the  Society’s  Library  is  deposited, 
18,505  volumes  were  circulated  during  1913,  as  shown  by  the  following 

table  :

From  the  Carnegie  Library  at  Pittsburgh 
4,145  embossed  books  were  circulated  in  1913, 
making  a  total  distribution  from  the  two 
libraries  of  22,650.  Of  these  embossed  books, 
no  less  than  16,541  were  in  the  Moon  type. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desires  once  more 
to  express  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Free  Library 
of  Philadelphia  its  hearty  thanks  for  the 
valuable  aid  afforded  in  the  circulation  of  the 
Society’s  books  under  the  able  superintend¬ 
ence  of  Dr.  John  Thomson,  the  Librarian, 
and  Mrs.  Delfino,  who  is  in  charge  of  the 
Department. 

All  of  the  friends  of  the  Society  will  be  pleased  to  extend  their  congratu¬ 
lations  to  Dr.  Thomson  upon  his  receiving  the  well-merited  honor  of  Doctor 
of  Literature,  which  has  been  conferred  upon  him. 

The  Free  Library  distributes  the  Society’s  books  to  the  blind  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  without  charge,  but  this  Home  Teaching  Society  is  responsible 
for  the  cost  attached  to  the  circulation  of  its  books  beyond  the  city’s 
boundaries. 

The  Board  desires  again  to  express  its  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Harrison  W. 
Craver,  the  Librarian  of  the  Carnegie  Library  in  Pittsburgh,  to  Miss  Jessie 
Welles,  the  Superintendent  of  Circulation,  and  to  Miss  Winifred  Riggs,

Miss  Moon  is  successor  to  her  father. 
Dr.  William  Moon,  in  conducting  his 
Work  for  the  Blind  at  Brighton,  Eng¬ 
land. 
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Stations  Librarian,  for  their  deep  and  practical  interest  in  the  cause,  not 
only  in  the  storing  and  distribution  of  the  embossed  books  belonging 
to  this  Society,  but  also  in  their  kindness  in  supervising  the  work  of  the 
Society’s  Home  Teacher  in  Western  Pennsylvania. 

As  stated  in  our  last  report,  this  Society  has  five  teachers  employed  in 
searching  out  and  teaching  the  blind  to  read.  Mr.  Moore,  the  senior  teacher, 
who  has  completed  twenty-five  years  of  service,  and  Miss  Howland,  who  has 
been  engaged  in  the  work  eleven  years,  reside  in  Philadelphia,  where  they 
regularly  visit  the  blind  in  public  institutions  and  many  who  live  in  private 
homes.  They  are  always  cordially  welcomed  by  their  pupils,  who  greatly 
appreciate  their  lessons  and  visits.  Miss  Mary  C.  Dungan,  since  completing 
her  visitations  to  the  blind  of  Chester  County,  has  devoted  her  efforts  to  the 
blind  of  Montgomery  County  and  Bucks  County,  where  she  has  found  many 
new  blind  persons,  and  she  has  taught  all  who  are  willing  to  learn,  a  raised 
type. 

In  October  last,  Dr.  Moon,  the  Secretary  of  this  Society,  visited  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  personally  seeing  the  good  work  which  had 
been  accomplished  by  Miss  Margaret  E.  Quirk  since  her  appointment  as  the 
teacher  for  that  district  in  1907.  He  visited  several  of  the  blind  she  had 
taught,  and  was  much  gratified  to  hear  from  their  own  lips  of  the  great 
enjoyment  they  had  derived  from  the  reading  of  the  embossed  type. 

During  his  visit  to  Pittsburgh,  Dr.  Moon  was  convinced  that  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  it  would  be  possible  from  time  to  time 
for  Miss  Quirk  to  visit  new  localities  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  and  she  has 
since  then  begun  by  searching  out  the  blind  of  Fayette  County.  With  the 
valuable  co-operation  of  Miss  Welles  and  Miss  Riggs,  encouraging  results 
have  accompanied  this  new  development  of  our  work  in  the  western  end  of 
the  State. 

Mrs.  Kennedy,  the  Assistant  Secretary,  has  recently,  by  invitation  of  the 
“  Haddon  Fortnightly  Club,”  given  an  address  upon  “Home  Teaching  of 
the  Adult  Blind,”  before  its  members  at  Haddonfield,  New  Jersey.  They 
were  greatly  interested  and,  as  a  result,  applications  have  already  been 
received  for  teachers  of  this  Society  to  be  sent  to  relatives  or  friends 
of  members  of  the  Club  desirous  of  learning  to  read  the  Moon  em¬ 
bossed  type. 

During  the  year  the  five  teachers  of  the  Society  have  made  4471  visits  to 
the  blind  in  various  parts  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  may  be  well  to  state 
that  the  Home  Teachers  employed  by  The  Pennsylvania  Home  Teaching 
Society  and  Free  Circulating  Library  for  the  Blind  are  in  no  way  connected 
with  any  other  organization.  The  number  of  inquiries  from  various  parts 
of  the  United  States,  Canada,  the  Philippines,  and  the  West  Indies, 
received  at  the  Society’s  office  regarding  the  simple  Moon  embossed  type 
for  the  blind,  during  the  past  year,  have  been  greater  than  ever.  In 
response,  first  lesson  sheets  in  the  type  have  been  sent,  which  in  most 
cases  resulted  in  the  inquirers  becoming  readers  and  borrowers  from  our 
Library. 

It  is  exceedingly  gratifying  that  the  Home  Teaching  and  Library 
work  for  the  blind  continues  to  meet  with  the  approval  and  support  of 
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the  Legislature  of  the  State,  and  the  Society  will  continue  to  receive 
$8,000.00  for  the  two  years  from  June  1,  1913,  to  June  1,  1915,  as  in  the 
previous  two  years. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desires  again  to  express  a  hope  that  the  literature 
in  the  Moon  type  may  be  very  largely  increased  in  the  number  and  variety 
of  its  publications.  The  blind  who  are  enjoying  the  use  of  this  type  are 
clamoring  for  new  books,  and  this  Society  is  endeavoring  to  promote  every 
effort  tending  to  enlarge  its  Library,  in  order  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
constantly  increasing  number  of  readers. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  at  an  entertainment  given  by  Mrs.  L.  Webster 
Fox,  at  the  Bellevue-Stratford  early  in  1911,  an  arrangement  was  agreed 
upon  by  her  friends  to  contribute  a  sum  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  meeting 
the  half  cost  of  stereotyping  some  new  book  in  the  Moon  type  as  a  Christ¬ 
mas  gift  to  the  blind.  “  Lincoln’s  Own  Stories,  ”  edited  by  Anthony  Cross, 
and  four  volumes  of  “Famous  Composers,’’  by  Nathan  H.  Dole,  have  been 
provided  for  their  use  out  of  the  funds  gathered  from  the  third  appeal  in 
1912.  The  amount  derived  from  the  appeal  in  November  last  will  be 
devoted  to  the  stereotyping  of  another  book,  the  selection  of  which  has  not 
yet  been  made. 

An  interesting  lecture  on  “What  My  Coins  Have  Taught  Me’’  is  now 
being  stereotyped  at  the  expense  of  the  author,  J.  T.  M. 

In  addition  to  the  new  works  already  mentioned,  the  half  cost  of 
stereotyping  “The  Shepherds  Who  Watched  By  Night,’’  “Good  for  the 
Soul,’’  and  “Where  the  Laborers  are  Few,’’  has  been  defrayed  by  the 
Hon.  George  D.  McCreary.  The  half  cost  of  stereotyping  “The  Horse’s 
Prayer,”  “Eulogy  on  the  Dog,”  “Black  Beauty,”  “A  Dog’s  Tale,” 
and  “My  Robin  ”  has  been  met  by  Miss  Mary  C.  Yarrow.  Miss  Mary 
E.  McGill  has  paid  the  half  cost  of  “The  Counsel  Assigned”  and  “The 
Witnesses.  ” 

The  efforts  of  these  kind  friends  to  increase  the  Library  of  embossed 
books  for  the  blind  are  deeply  appreciated  ;  and  any  suitable  book  will  be 
stereotyped  at  the  request  of  anyone  desiring  to  meet  the  half  cost,  at  the 
rate  of  seventy-five  cents  per  large  embossed  page,  the  other  half  cost  being 
met  by  the  Moon  Society  in  I^ngland. 

The  Board  of  Managers  also  has  much  pleasure  in  thanking  the  fol¬ 
lowing  donors  of  embossed  books  to  the  Library  of  the  Society  :  Mrs. 
J.  M.  Earle,  Mr.  E.  P.  Delaliay,  the  Robert  H.  Fenn  Estate,  The 
Ziegler  Publishing  Company,  The  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Blind 
at  Overbrook,  and  The  Western  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Blind 
at  Pittsburgh. 

The  Board  of  Managers  offers  its  best  thanks  to  all  the  authors  and 
publishers  who  have  generously  granted  permission  for  the  reproduction 
of  books  in  the  Moon  type  during  1913  and  previous  years. 

Many  quotations  might  be  made  from  the  numerous  testimonials  which 
pour  into  the  office  of  this  Society,  from  the  blind,  expressive  of  the  benefit 
and  enjoyment  which  they  derive  from  the  services  of  our  teachers  and  the 
use  of  the  embossed  books,  but  the  following  will  suffice  as  an  illustration 
of  the  gratitude  of  our  readers  : 
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LIGHT  AND  DARKNESS.

An  elderly  lady,  Mrs.  J.  M.,  writes  :  “I  wish  to  thank  your  Society  for 
the  opportunity  and  help  it  has  given  me  in  reading  by  the  Moon  system. 
In  the  hope  of  being  an  encouragement  to  others  I  write  this,  for  it  has 
opened  to  me  an  avenue  of  pleasure  and  culture  which  increases  with  my 
daily  reading.  While  compelled  to  read  slowly,  it  gives  more  opportunity 
for  reflection,  and  new  and  fuller  meanings  appear  to  my  mind  as  I  read  the 
Gospel  of  St.  John  in  the  Moon  tpye.  ” 

As  we  have  already  intimated,  the  majority  of  the  beneficiaries  of  this 
work  are  hidden  from  the  public  gaze  ;  but,  nevertheless,  hundreds  of  those 
deprived  of  sight  are  now  spending  many  hours  profitably  and  pleasurably 
in  reading  interesting  embossed  books,  whereas,  before  the  visits  of  our 
teachers,  they  passed  their  days  in  loneliness  and  idleness.  In  many 
instances  the  renewed  ability  to  read  has  helped  to  relieve  the  depression 
which  too  often  follows  in  the  wake  of  blindness,  and  life  for  them  has 
been  transformed  into  one  of  hopefulness  and  resolve  to  attempt  things 
which  had  before  seemed  impossible  of  achievement.  Many  a  blind 
person  has  been  prompted  to  say,  “My  books  are  friends  that  never 
fail  me.” 

Could  the  supporters  of  this  work  but  see  for  themselves  the  happiness 
afforded,  and  listen  to  the  grateful  expressions  which  fall  from  the  lips 
of  hundreds  of  blind  persons  who  have  learned  to  read  the  raised 
print  and  are  receiving  a  constant  supply  of  embossed  reading  mat¬ 
ter  free  of  charge  through  the  agency  of  this  Society,  they  would 
not  only  increase  their  own  aid  to  the  utmost,  but  enthusiastically 
call  upon  their  friends  to  assist  in  the  support  of  such  a  beneficent 
undertaking.  It  is  a  work  which  brings  sunshine  into  darkened  lives, 
and  those  who  bring  sunshine  into  the  lives  of  others  cannot  keep  it 
from  themselves.  As  Mary  D.  Brine  says  : 

“The  kindly  word,  how  far  it  goes  along  life’s  way! 

The  kindly  smile,  how  it  lights  up  a  sad  gray  day! 

The  kindly  deed,  how  it  repays  the  doer.” 


PUBLICATION  FUND. 

Books  are  the  heritage  of  the  ages  and  belong  as  fully  to  the  sightless  as 
to  the  sighted. 

It  was  with  the  view  of  periodically  meeting  the  cost  of  stereotyping 
new  books  in  the  Moon  type  that  this  Society  determined  some  years  ago  to 
raise  a  fund  of  $100,000,  which,  when  invested,  would  yield  an  income  for 
this  purpose.  The  full  significance  and  urgent  necessity  for  the  work 
ought  to  be  more  fully  realized,  for  the  fund*  is  very  far  from  being  com¬ 
pleted.  All  who  value  books  and  are  desirous  that  their  less  favored  blind 
friends  should  also  enjoy  them,  are  earnestly  requested  to  help  in  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  this  Publication  Fund. 

To  reproduce  the  best  works  of  the  best  authors  for  those  with  sight  is  a 
noble  work,  but  to  make  them  available  in  raised  type  for  the  blind  is  a 
nobler  work,  for  it  not  only  brings  pleasure  and  sunshine  into  their  lives, 
but  diverts  their  thoughts  from  their  sad  affliction. 
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The  increased  educational  advantages  which  have  been  afforded  the 
people  during  the  last  forty  years  have  done  much  to  increase  a  desire  for 
reading  and  for  the  best  that  literature  affords,  and  we  may  be  assured  that 
the  blind  are  just  as  keenly  appreciative  and  critical  as  their  more  favored 
sighted  friends ;  therefore,  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  provide  new 
embossed  literature  in  full  abundance  that  the  blind  may  not  be  one  whit 
behind  the  sighted  in  literary  advantages.

They  enable  me  to  fill  all  the 
time  that  would  otherwise  lie  heavy  on  my  mind.  The  greatest  deprivation 
I  suffered  after  losing  my  sight  was  being  excluded  from  the  literary  world. 
The  Moon  type  gave  me  a  key  to  the  door  that  for  a  time  was  closed  to  me. 
I  have  tried  to  use  a  dotted  system,  but  my  old  fingers  are  not  able  to  get 
hold  of  the  dots  as  they  can  of  the  Moon  embossed  letters,  which  help  me 
through  my  sleepless  nights.  I  send  herewith  a  contribution  to  the  funds 
of  the  Society  such  as  my  very  limited  means  will  permit  me  to  give.  I 
would  that  I  could  send  more.’’  This  letter  ends  with  best  wishes  for  the 
prosperity  of  the  work,  and  enclosed  with  it  was  $5.00.
